“ As soon as these matters are 
cleared up he will try to go with the

Israel struck back with vengeful 
fury Friday for the slaying of its 11 
Olympians 
in 
Munich, 
sending 
waves of warplanes deep into Syria 
and Lebanon in bomb, rocket and 
strafing attacks it said killed or 
wounded scores of Arab guerrillas 
One of the raids hit within four miles 
of Damascus 
“ I hope they got the message,” 
said a senior Israeli officer after 
scores of fighterbombers finished 
their lightning, 
16-minute strikes 
against seven guerrilla targets in 
Syria and three in Lebanon. Beirut 


dispatches said the raids were the 
deepest ever flown into Lebanon and 
Syria by the Israelis

Lebanon 
complained to the U N. Secuirty

that 
24 
Israeli 
planes 
attacked three villages, killing 12 
civilins including 10 children.

Ronald Reagan disclosed plans for 
an income tax cut Friday and 
dropped a potential bombshell: He 
has ordered a study of possibly 
merging some counties, cities and 
other local governments, 
“ We just believe the time has 
come, 
Reagan said, "to review the 
entire governmental structure in 
California and see if there isn’t a 
way to streamline and eliminate 
duplication ” 
California’s 
58 
counties 
have 
remained virtually the same since 
1910 when the newest, Imperial, was 
formed. Since then, rather than 
mergers, California 
governments 
have proliferated into a maze of 400 
cities and more than 4,000 other 
entities, ranging from school to 
mosquito abatement districts 
Olympic 
superswimmer 
Mark 
Spitz sat at the head table as Reagan 
announced his plans to 700 California 
business and agriculture leaders at 
an 
annual 
breakfast 
held 
in 
conjunction with the state fair 
Speaking as a father of a 14 year- 
old son, when today it’s so difficult 
to find the kind of hero you want for 
a son. I thank you for being that kind 
of 
hero,” 
Reagan, 
a 
former 
lifeguard, told the winner of seven 
gold medals. 
There is no way of telling, Reagan 
and his top aides said, how big a 
state income tax cut Californians 
will receive if the legislature goes 
along with the governor’s plan 


Reagan said he will propose an 
across-the-board, 
one-year 
only 
reduction in the state income tax if 
the legislature again fails to pass a 
property tax relief program when it 
meets in November. 


Reagan said this will be possible 
because of a surplus in state funds 
accumulated by “ persistent penny- 
pinching and welfare reforms 


The precise amount of surplus will 
not be known until later this month, 
the 
governor 
said, 
but 
recent 
estimates have placed it at more 
than 
$450 
million 
In 
1969, 
Californians were granted a 10 per 
cent across the-board income tax 
cut when there was a $309 million 
surplus. 


The current surplus was to have 
been used for property tax relief 


“ I would still like to reduce the 
homeowners burden.Reagan said, 
“ and I am going to continue to try to 
do this But I will assure you right 
now that if we continue to be 
obstructed in this effort I am going 
to ask the legislature to reduce state 
taxes, preferably the income tax 
with a cut across the board “

House negotiators, adamant in 
their resistance to any antiwar 
language in the measure, defeated a 
move by Senate conferees led by 
Sen John C. Stennis, D-Miss , to 
substitute a provision pegging a 
four-month withdrawal to a cease­ 
fire as well as a prisoner release 
—close to the terms Nixon has 
offered 
without 
success 
to 
the 
Communists. 
Rep 
F 
Edward Hebert, DLa , 
chairman of the House conferees, 
insisted 
that 
new 
end-the war 
language was not necessary 
He 
pointed 
to Congress' 
nonbinding 
requests in legislation approved last 
year for the President to set a 
withdrawal date after a ceasefire 
has been agreed on 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield was considered sure to 
attempt 
to 
revive 
the 
forced 
withdrawal campaign by tacking yet 
another end the war amendment to 
new legislation —most likely the 
defense appropriations bill awaiting 
House and Senate action 
But in view of House opposition 
—it defeated similar legislation in 
late June by a vote of 244 to 152 
- Mansfield s crusade appeared to 
be an exercise in futility at a time 
when Congress is struggling to 
adiourn early for the elections 
Mansfield and Senate Republican 
Leader Hugh Scott served notice 
they would file a cloture petition 
next week to cut off further debate if 
“ there is no movement" by the 
Senate to approve the interim five- 
year agreement by the United States

strategic offensive weapons 


The 
Jackson 
amendment

thrown the Senate into a deadlock

Dr Duncan said he wanted 
to stress that the “ old ways are not 
necessarily dumb and there was a real 
reason for things like this.” 
Clare remarked the only real reasons he 
could see for such a setback was .space “ to

Kennedy plan killed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —The Senate Friday killed an 
attempt by Sen Edward M. Kennedy to force President 
Nixon into disclosing his tax reform proposals before the 
elections 
The Kennedy effort, opposed by Republicans and many 
Democrats, was labeled “pure, partisan politics,” by Sen. 
Russell B. Long. D-La , chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee. 
Kennedy made his move with an amendment to the 
revenue sharing bill which would have required Nixon to 
submit a preliminary tax reform plan by Oct. 31 and a final 
plan by .March 31 


'Conspiracy of silence' 


DES MOINES, Iowa (UPI)— Sen. George S. McGovern 
said Friday the Nixon administration had joined in a 
‘‘conspiracy of silence” with giant grain exporters to cheat 
f^armers out of a share of the profits of wheat sales to the 
Soviet Union 
The Democratic presidential nominee, stumping through 
the nation’s breadbasket, said there were indications the 
administration helped gyp famers by permitting big gram 
exporters access to “ inside information” which helped 
them realize windfall profits. 
He said the wheat deal “has a bad sm ell” and he 
demanded a full investigation of the transaction. 


South Viet troops capture bunkers 


SAIGON

Vietnamese 
paratroopers, 
moving behind U S B52 bomber strikes, captured a row of 
bunkers guarding Quang Tri and moved against a second 
defense line Friday as fighting raged at two corners of the 
Que Son triangle along the central coast, field reports said 
Moving against President Nguyen Van Thieu’s Sept. 19 
deadline for the recapture of Quang Tri, the airborne 
soldiers grabbed the front row of the awesome bunker 
complex and pursued withdrawing defenders into the 
second line. 
The attack was urged by South Vietnamese marines, who 
said they could not recapture the walled Quang Tri Citadel 
while Communist troops in the bunkers a mile behind them 
continued to call in accurate artillery fire, UPI correspon­ 
dent Barney Seibert reported.

At 
the same time Foreign Minister Abba Eban said it would be 
futile to discuss a treaty with an Egypt that supports Arab 
guerrilla activities. 
Mrs Meir’s offer cam e in a newspaper interview ushering 
in the Jewish year 5733 which began at sundown Friday. 
“Under a peace settlement, we shall be very generous 
with (Jordanian King) Hussein—port facilities in Gaza or

Patting a bulging muscle in his skinny arm, the governor 
said his physical therapy sessions at the executive mansion 
were going well. “ I lift 80 pounds over my head 100 times a 
day,” said Wallace "It gets rough. I may try to get the 
therapist to cut it down to 75,” he quipped.

There was not the slightest intention 
of linking the Rhodesian question 
which was purely a m atter of sport 
with an act of terrorism universally 
condemned.”

“Those people who condemn them 
for the way they acted forgot those 
men just finished a nerve-racking 
race,’’ Mrs. Connolly said “They 
reflected much more easily the 
tensions that there are within all of 
us.

that people are appreciated more 
for what they behave like during the 
ceremonies than for what kind of 
human beings they are,” she said 
Mrs.

Olympic Odyssey 


A close shave

MUNICH, Sept. 3. 
I always seem to be writing these a day late while riding 
on a train, which is difficult for two reasons. One. my hand 
shakes in rhythm with the train, and two. my poor body 
keeps trying to fall asleep, which it has succeeded in doing 
several times so far 
On top of that, I know whoever has the responsibility of 
translating my handwriting and making sense out of these 
before they are printed isn’t going to appreciate these last 
few I ’ve written since I keep forgetting to bring along blank 
paper and so I end up writing these on the backs, fronts and 
insides of train schedules. Perhaps, someday if I become 
famous or infamous in literary circles, these original 
manuscripts will become collectors items.

and 5 p.m during the Olympics Normally, it only performs 
at 11. 
It IS quite a sight, especially when the knights on 
horseback clash and one gets tipped over backwards Dad 
was so impressed he got up at 8 a.m today to catch an 
earlier train while ma and I slept a couple extra hours, so 
he could film it at 11 a m because he forgot to bring along 
his movie camera yesterday 
After the Glockenspiel we caught the subway to Olympic 
Park and boxing We saw the US lightweight lose his bout 
after scoring two eight-counts, but due to International 
Olympic rules, knockdowns don’t carry much scoring 
weight as they do m the pros. Scoring is based on style and 
number of punches landed, whether or not they are 
effective Those of you who witnessed the bout on TV may 
not agree, but I thought the decision was fair but close 
The Olympic committee on boxing has already fired 
some of the judges and referees for incompetance and I 
shall comment on that later

Skeletons of enormous croco­ 
dile heads lie in glass cases 
and greet the startled visitor 
as he enters the drab lobby 
of the Munich Zoological In­

works as a librarian. 
Gisela Mauermayer is now 
58 years old. she walks tall, 
though without starchiness,

Yet in her 
lined face is the weariness of 
her life since World War II 
Recently, in a downtown 
theater, she saw herself in a 
film about the 1936 Berlin 
Olympic Games 
She saw

Aryan beauty, win the wom­ 
en’s discus throw and better 
the Olvmpic record by an 
amazing 23 feet. She saw 
herself on the victory stand 
give the stiff .Nazi salute as 
the swastika flag was raised 
and

national 
anthem 
played. The stadium crowd 
of 100,0(X), including Adolf 
Hitler, boomed with cheers. 
She remembers that chill­ 
ing experience as the proud­ 
est moment of her life. 
‘i felt 1 had lived up to a 
responsibility to my coun­ 
try,” she said, now, sitting 
in a white smock at her 
desk. “ I was very nervous 
before the event I was the 
favorite I felt that if I would 
lose I would be disgraced in 
the eyes of Germany” 
She and her school-teacher 
father “ were very enthusias­ 
tic about the Nazi move­ 
ment” .And the pressures 
were great for her to live up 
to the glorious tradition of 
Teutonic superiority m mind 
and body, as trumpeted b> 
the Nazis then 


"I 
was very patriotic” 
she said * Germany had lost 
the first World War And for 
a long time we had foreign 
occupation 
Hitler was the 
man who had driven them 
out .Millions joined the Nazi 
party My father and I joined 
not for profit but out of 
idealism Years later it was 
not possible to get out of the 
party. But I saw that the 
Nazis were doing evil to peo­ 
ple who could not defend
